aa declared that, in his 
opinion, that constituted ground 
for the Mayor’s removal from of- 
fice. 

“TI say the Mayor of this city has 
no right to hold stock in a company 
that has a city contract,’’ Seabury 
said, “and I say it is grounds for 
removal and has been so held, and 
sso provided in section 1533 of the 
ity charter.” 

Among Securities From Sisto. 

Seabury said that 10 bonds of 
the Reliance Bronze and Steel Co. 
were included in $26,500 worth of 
securities that witnesses have tes- 
tified the Mayor received from J. 
A. Sisto, while Sisto’s company was 
interested in the promotion of a 
taxicab company. 

Walker had testified the securi- 
ties represented his profits from a 
00! which he was invited to join 
about the time he first met Sisto 
t a banquet in Atlantic City in 
1929. He denied the _ securities 
ame from Sisto, and he testified 
ne vetoed a taxicab control bill that 
would have brought profits of 
$1,000,000 a year to the taxicab 
ompany in which Sisto’s broker- 
ige house was interested. 

Harry J. Rosenbloom, treasurer 
f the Reliance Bronze & Steel Co., 
_ today that on Jan. 9, ‘931, 
e company was awarded a city 
pntract for 104 bronze’ traffic 
landards for use on Fifth avenue. 
lhe original estimate for the stand- 
rds, he said, was $41,558.40. 
Rosenbloom testified the con- 
ract was signed Feb. 3, 1931, and 
h the end the city paid the com- 
any $43,556.40 because five addi- 
lonal standards were required by 
he Police Department. 

Coupons in Walker Account. 
Seabury called to the attenaion of 
he committee Mayor Walker’s tes- 
imony that some time after he re- 
feived the $26,500 in securities— 
ncluding, Seabury said, the 10 Re- 
lance bonds—he turned them vuver 
o Mrs. Walker. 

He then introduced documentary 
lvidence indicating that on Dec. 

3, 1930, 10 coupons of the Re- 
ance bonds, valued at $30 each, 
vere deposited in a bank account 
elonging to the Mayor and Mrs. 
Valker, and that subsequently 10 
nore Reliance coupons of the same 
alue also were deposited.

E. G. Steger, director of the 
Community Fund, said the Board 
of Estimate had suggested nothing 
which had not already been re- 
ceiving very serious consideration. 
No decision has been reached, Ste- 
ger said, but discussions are still 
being held. 

He emphasized, however, that 
any such campaign, although con- 
ducted in 1932, would be for funds 
to be expended in 1933, and for 
most part would be paid in month- 
ly or quarterly installments in that 
year.

PRINCETON, Ky., June 1.— 
Walter Merrick, a white man, 48 
years old, was taken from the 
county jail here by a mob late last 
‘night and hanged from a tree three 
miles away. 

The lynchers entered Jailer Curt 
Jones’ room, bound him, ‘took his 
keys and departed with the prison- 
er without arousing the town. 

Merrick was to have been tried 
June 13 on a charge of dynamiting 
the store of M. P’Poole at Hopson, 
near here, last February. P’Poole 
was seriously injured and was ina 
hospital at Nashville, Tenn., for two. 
months. A boy suffered a broken 
arm from the explosion. . 

Six automobiles moved into 
Princeton late in the night, stopped 
at the jail and a few minutes later 
Were. speeding toward Hopson with 
Merrick. 

According to other prisoners in 
the jail, Merrick. said nothing and 
made no sound. : 

Half an hour after the departure 
from the jail Jones succeeded in 
arousing other members of his 
family, who releaséd him, and he 
then notified officers. 

Merrick’s body was found today 
by Floyd Mitchell, a farm boy. 

_ The P’Poole explosion, it was 
charged, was set off by Merrick as 
a result of Merrick’s son_ being 
whipped by a school t er. Mer- 
rick carried the case to court, 
where P’Poole, as chairman of the 
County School Board, sided with 
the teacher. ~—_ \ é

Chairman Jones of the Approoria- 
tions Committee called up the bi- 
partisan measure, which is incor- 
porated in the ‘tegislative appropria- 
tion bill. 


Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, } 


consented to the temporary dis- 
placement of his banking revision 
measure to permit prompt action 
on economy, aimed, together with 
the revenue bill just passed by 
the Senate, at baiancing the budget. 

Senator, Trammel (Dem)., Filor- 
ida, promptly assailed the 10 per 
cent salary cut for all civilian Fed- 
eral employes which was recom- 
mended as the major saving in the 
bill. . 

Only Applies for One Year. 

Chairman Jones of the Appro- 
priations Committee, told the Sen- 


“™ ate “we felt it would be the fair- 


est way to put everybody on the 
same basis—the low salaried man 
at the same rate reduction as the 
high salaried.” 

Senator McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, interposed that it is spe- 


.cifically provided the cut would 


apply only for the coming fiscal 
year. 

The measure, reported last night 
by the Appropriations Committee, 
provides a flat 10 per cent cut in 
all Government salaries; cuts in 
half the present vacation allow- 
ance of 30 days; widens the au- 
thority grantéd the President in the 
House bill to reorganize Govern- 
ment bureaus and cuts by $50,000,- 
000 various allowances to veterans 
and pensioners. 

The salary cut, figured at $121,- 
050,000, was the largest individual 
saving recommended by the special 
economy committee which redraft- 
ed the bill. It replaced a $9,000,- 
000 provision by which the House 
cut 11 per cent of al) salaries in 
excess of $2500. Only enlisted per- 
sonnel of the armed forces are ex- 
cepted in the Senate bill. 

The reduction of vacation pe- 
riods, proposed as a permanent 
measure, was the second item in 
size, being figured at $22,109,166. 

Broad Power to President. 

The reorganizing power of the 
President was left subject to a 60- 
day veto right by Congress, but 
the committee extended it by al- 
lowing him to abolish any agency 
by executive order or transfer it 
from one department to another, 
instead of merely recommending 
such action to Congress, as pro- 
vided by the House. 

Further authority, not being sub- 
ject to approval by Congress, was 
given him for consolidating public 
health activities, except veterans’ 
hospitals; personnel administra- 
tion; merchant marine: conserva- 
tion; education and any purchasing 
activities of the war and navy de- 
partments, ' 

The committee struck out the 
provision for creation of a public 
works administration. 

It added provision for reducing 
all interest on claims payable by 
the Government from 6 to 4 per 
cent, for a $5,250,000 annual sav- 
ing; and temporarily reduced fees 
of witnesses and jurors in Federal 
courts to $3 and $1.50 respectively, 
from $4 and $2, for a saving placed 
at $775,000. ° | 5

FIVE IN ONE FAMILY 
END LIVES WITH GAS 


Grief Over Death of Sixth 
Member Causes New York 
Suicide Agreement.

NEW YORK, June 1.—Five 
members of one family died today 
in what was apparently a death | 
agreement motivated by grief over 
the death of the wife and mother 
yesterday. All the family were 
adults. 

The five were Carlos del Rio,

Police found five notes. Three

JAPAN URGED TO TRY COFFEE 


100 PCT. TAX ON INCOMES 
DERIVED FROM CRIME IS 
WRITTEN IN BY SENATE 


WASHINGTON, June 1. 


HE Senate wrote into the 
T revenue bill last night a 100 

per cent tax on all incomes 
obtained by violations of State 
or Federal laws.

WASHINGTON, June 1.— A 
weary Senate passed the revenue 
bill, estimated to yield $1,115,000,- 
000, by a vote of 72 to 11, at 12:25 
this morning, after defeating the 
manufacturers’ sales tax, 53 to 27. 
Conferees then were named and 
the measure was sent to the House. 


The House, on receiving the bill 
at noon, sent the measure, by 
unanimous consent, to a conference 
between the two branches for ad- 
justment of differences in the bill's 
provisions. No instructions were 
given, in an effort to expedite ac- 
tion. 

Senator Smoot then called a 
meeting of the conferees to begin 
work tomorrow morning. 

Speaker Garner. named these 
House conferees: Collier of Mis- 
sissippi, Crisp of Georgia, Rainey 
-of Illinois, Democrats; and Hawley 
of Oregon and Treadway of Mas- 
sachusetts, Republicans. The Sen- 
ate conferees are Smoot of Utah, 
Watson of Indiana and Reed of 
Pennsylvania, Republicans, and 
Harrison of Mississippi and King 
of Utah, Democrats. 

Chairman Smoot of the Senate 
Finance Committee, after a talk 
with acting Chairman Crisp of the 
House Ways and Means Committee, 
said morning and afternoon meet- 
ings would be held by the con- 
ferees. “I hope we can finish up 
the job before the end of the 
week,” he said. He and other lead- 
ers are hopeful of an adjournment 
of Congress by the opening of the 
national conventions, but Senator 
Watson, Republican leader, has se- 
rious doubt this can be accom- 
plished.

APPARENT WINNER 


Lieut. Paul “Lands Near Hat- 
ton, Sask., After Race 
From Omaha. 


By the Associated Press. 

OMAHA, Neb., Junc 1.—Army 
balloon No, 2, last of stx entries to 
land in the national balloon race 
which started here Monday, today 
appeared an easy winner as offi- 
cials of the Omaha Air Race Asso- 
ciation announced receipt ofa tele- 
gram from Lieut. Wilfred J. Paul, 
pilot, announcing he had landed 
near Hatton, Sask., Canadiu. 

Paul’s message said the Army 
bag had come to ear'h at 1 a. m. 
(mountain time) today 13 -miles 
north of Hatton. The flight set an 
unofficial record for balloons of 
35,000 cubic feet capacity, beter- 
ing by several hundred miles the 
previous mark of 571 miles, set in 
1927 by S. A. U. Rasmussen... 

The flight also was thought to 
have broken the world’s duration 
record for balloons of its capacity. 
The previous record was set in 
1927 by E. J. Hill and A. G. Schlos- 
ser, who stayed aloft 26 hours, 46 
minutes. The Army balloon stayed 
up about 29 hours, 

An immediate unofficial estimate 
of the winner‘s distance placed it 
at 900 miles. The Army balloon’s 
distance was expected to rank 
among the fir--t five or seven in 
the history of the national balloon 
race. The record is held y W.. T. 
Van Orman, who traveled 1072 
miles from San Antonio, Tex., in 
1924 in a larger balloon than that 
used by Paul and Sergt. John H. 
Bishop, his aid. 

The victory of the Army pair 
gives them possession of the Litch- 
field trophy for one year and 


earns them a place on the interna-, 
tional race starting at Basel, Swit- 


zerland, next September. 

The Goodyear VII, piloted by 
Roland Blair and Frank Trotter, 
traveled about 750 miles from Oma- 
ha, settling near Tyvan, Saskatche- 
wan. Approximate distances cov- 
ered by the other four pilots were: 
Capt. W. J. Flood, United States 
Army No. 1, 600 miles; Tracy 
Southworth, Chevrolet Motor Co. 
balloon, 410 miles; BEB. J. Hill, City 
of Omaha, 450 miles, and Pete Lar- 
sen, Omaha Junior Chamber of 
Commerce entry, 10 miles. 

The pilots of the Goodyear VII 
on- landing told Tyvan residents

The story it is understood Scot- 
land Yard investigators will tell at 
an inquest Friday is that during 
discussions in the hours after the 
cocktail party Stephen brandished 
a revolver which was accidentally 
discharged, killing him about 4 a. 
m. yesterday. Mrs. Barney was in 
bed today under a doctor’s care 
from shock. 

Meanwhile astonishing stories 
were heard of parties which were 
held in the gaily-decorated back- 
alley flat in Williams Mews, the 
London counterpart of Greenwich 
Village’s MacDougal alley in New 
York. One room, done in black 
and white, was: especially popular 
with the guests, who called it the 
magpie room, 

The attention of neighbors was 
first drawn to the apartment early 
yesterday by noises usually asso- 
ciated with a cocktail party. Then 
came sounds of a commotion and 
unusually loud cries. These were 
followed by several shots and si- 
lence. In a few moments there 
came a woman’s cry. The neigh- 
bors heard her scream, ““‘Come 
quickly.” 

Seon police arrived and found 
the body of Stephen on a sofa. 
Physicians said his death was due 
to gunshot wounds. 

Scotland Yard called in Sir Ber- 
nard Spillsbury, eminent patholo- 
gist, for consultation. The young 
man’s mother and father were 
called to the morgue and identi- 
fied the body. The mother was 
distraught. The father was calm 
and meticulously attired in a silk 
hat and morning clothes.

52 MATERAL FIRMS 
SHUT DOWN BY STRIKE 


38 Are Retail Concerns In St. 
Louis, Othérs Gravel Dealers | 
on Rivers. 


The shutdown of building ma- 
terial companies was reported to- 
day to include all of the 38 retail 
supply concerns in the city. In 
addition, 14 sand and gravel deal- 
ers operating on the Mississippt 
and Meramec rivers are said to 
have stopped operations. 


As has been told, several mater- 
ial dealers ceased deliveries yester- 
day to protect employes and equip-. 
ment from violence. The trouble 
started several weeks ago with a 
strike of union chauffeurs em- 
ployed by the General Material Co., 
when it was announced that time 
and a half eay for overtime work 
would be discontinued. 

Police last week arrested 25 men, 
who were charged with throwing 
rocks and firing ball bearings from 
sling shote at General Material Co. 
trucks. An effort is being made to 
organize nonunion drivers at other 
plants, and the shutdown is partial- 
ly in resistance to the effort to 
unionize the chauffeurs

Federal License No Bar to 
Commission in Passing on 
Expenses, Appeals Court 
Rules.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—The 
Federal Power Commission scored 
a sweeping victory when Associate 
Justice Charles H. Robb of the Dis- 
trict Court of Appeals yesterday 
upheld the decision of the District 
Supreme Court that the Commis- 
sion had authority to determine at 
this time the actual legitimate ex- 
penditures on projects constructed 
under a commission license. 

Justice Robb’s decision was 
handed down in the injunction suit 
brought by the Clarion River Power 
Co. and other privately owned util- 
ity interests as a test of the com- 
mission's jurisdiction. The company 
contended that under a strict inter- 
pretation of the 1920 water power 
act the commission could not in- 
vestigate and determine a licensee’s 
investment in a project until after 
the expiration of the 50-year Fed- 
eral licenses. 

Commission officials said today 
that if Justice Robb had sustained 
the position of the electric power 
company all of the commission’s 
accounting work up to the present 
time would have been wasted and 
that a company using the navigable 
waters of the United States under 
a Federal license could put what- 
ever valuation it desired on the 
hydro-electric power project. 

In the Clarion River case, the 
commission auditors reduced the 
company’s valuation of its licensed 
properties on the Clarion River in 
Pennsylvania from $11,032,816 to 
$4,818,912. 

The commission challenged the 
expenditure of the difference—$6,- 
213,912—as not having been shown 
as actual or legitimate. Among the 
expenditures included by the com- 
pany was $144 for neckties. 

The Clarion River company re- 
ceived from the commission a 50- 
year licenses in 1922, and 1030 filed 
its statement of alleged actual, le- 
gitimate expenditures on the proj- 
ect. The commission auditors, un- 
der the direction of William V. 
King, chief auditor, eliminated $6,- 
213,912 from the company’s ac- 
count, and the commission put the 
Clarion case on its docket for a 
hearing. At this hearing the com- 
pany would have had an opportu- 
nity to defend its statement. 

Instead of defending the figures, 
the company applied to the Dis- 
trict Supreme Court for an injunc- 
tion to prevent the hearing. Jus- 
tice Jesse C. Adkins, in a sharp 
decision, rejected the petition. 

In upholding Justice Adkins, Jus- 
tice Robb said that it was plain 
that the 1920 power act intended 
that the commission should cur- 
rently determine net cost of li- 
censed projects.

The reduction is in line with the 
wage scale in effect in St. Louis.

There is to be no restriction on 
the Legislature as to the amounts 
which may be appropriated, but 
the Governer is to have power to 
reduce any appropriation made by 
the Legislature. Under the present 
constitutional provision. the Gov- 
ernor may veto an entire item, but 
may not reduce the amount. 


Under this syste. it* frequently 
happens that a Governor will ap- 
prove an excessive appropriation 
rather than vete« the entire amount, 
the only alternative he has. 

The only limitation proposed on 
the Governor's power of reduction 
is on appropriations for public 
school purposes. 

Limit on Legislative Clerks. 

The other amendment provides 
that neither house of the Legisla- 
ture may employ more than 75 
clerks. In the last Legislature 
more than 800 clerks were on the 
payrolls of the Senate and House 
of Representatives. 


It also provides a changed sys- 
tem of the routine legislative pro- 
edure to abolish the present sys- 
tem under which all bills must be 
-written in ink by clerks. Modern 
typewriting methods are provided 
for and an important change pro- 
posed is that no bill shall be signed 
by the presiding officers until 
printed copies of the bill in the 


final form shall have been distrib- 


,uted to the members of the Legis- 
lature. | 

In the last session two bills 
were signed, one of them becoming 
a law, which were not actually 
passed by the Legislature. The 
proposed change would .correct 
abuses of that character. 

To Speed Up Legislation. 

In an effort to speed up legis- 
lation and avoid prolonging the 
revision session, at which the stat- 
utes are revised, it will be proposed 
that after 70 days ofthe session, no 
bill, except revision bills and ap- 
propriation bills, shall. be consid- 
ered unless on recommendation of 
the Governor in a special message 
to the Legislature. 


The two proposed amendments 
were agreed on by the Committee 
of Taxation and Governmental Re- 
form, formed by William Hirth, 
president of the Missouri Farmers’ 
Association, They were approved 
by the Associated Industries, which 
has undertaken to assist the farm- 
ers’ association in circulating the 
initiative petitions for the required

NEW POLIGE BOARD 
MEMBERS MUST 
FAVOR ECONOMY 


Governor, Here for Confer- 
ence, Will Not Insist on 
Their Being Pledged to 
Wage Cut. 


The three new members of the 
Board of Police Commissioners to 
be appointed by Gov. Caulfield 
“must be of a mind to work ‘for 
economy,” but need not be com- 
mitted specifically to the 10 per 
cent salary reduction for the Po- 
lice Department, the Governor said 
today. 

“IT would not:think it fair to bind 
them to a particular proposition, 
such as the reduction,” he said. “It 
goes without saying, however, that 
they must be convinced ofthe 
pressing necessity of economy in 
government.” 

Gov. Caulfield, who arrived in 
St. Louis yesterday afternoon, con- 
ferred briefly with former Mayor 
Kiel, who was president of the Po- 
lice Board until he filed for the 
Republican nomination for United 
States Senator, Saturday, when he 
was automatically removed. 

Confers With Koeln. 

The Governor also conferred with 
Collector Koeln and a group of 
downtown business men. It is un- 
derstood some of the conferees were 
anxious that the executive take 
steps to iron out the difficulties be- 
tween him and Daniel Bartlett and 
former Mayor Frederick H. Kreis- 
mann, who have submitted their 
resignations because they were un- 
willing to go along with Caulfield 
in effecting the reduction in police 
pay. 

Those who wanted Kreismann and 
Bartlett to stay on the board are 
understood to have pointed out to 
Caulfield that an undesirable situ- 
ation may arise from the fact that 
their resignations, plust the depart- 


ure of Kiel, leaves the board with | 


only one member, Nicholas P, Zim- 
mer. 

This, it was urged, means that 
the destinie; of the department 
must be placed in the hands of a 
board whos. majority, the new 
members, may be unfamiliar with 
police practices. The Governor is 
said to have replie¢c that existing 
conditions make impossible a com- 
position of the difficulties «1 ac- 
count of which Bartlett and Kreis- 
mann resigned. The Governor told 
reporters that there was no friction 
between himself, Kreismann and 
Bartlett leading to their resigna- 
tion, that no disagreement existed 
as to police policies or promotions. 

“But I thought and I still think,” 
he added, “that the Police Depart- 
ment should co-operate in the 
movement to bring the city’s ex- 
penditures within its probable rev- 
enue. We had the sam.e issue at 
Jefferson City and we met it.” 

Remmers May Be Named. 

The Governor conferred again 
with Collector Koeln this morning 
at Hotel Chase. He is expected to 
return to Jefferson City later in 
the day. His announcement of the 
new members of the board will be 
made at the capital. 

So far the names of two §8t. 
Louisans have been mentioned as 
likely candidates for the‘’ board. 
They are Oliver T. Remmers, chair- 
man of the Board of Election Com- 
missioners, and Edwin B. Meissner, 
persident and general manager of 
the St. Louis Car Co. 

As head of the Election Board, 
Remmers receives 33000 a year. As 
member of the Police Board he 
would get only $1000. Should he 
be appointed to the Police Board 
a candidate for his place on the 
elections board would be Miss 
Emma Bobb, chief clerk and for- 
mer member. 


A. M. DOLLAR FOUND DEAD 
IN GARAGE AT HIS HOME 


Head of Canadian-American Ship- 
ping Co. Apparently Victim 
of Heart Disease.

VANCOUVER, B. C., June 1.— 
A. Melville Dollar, 62 years old, 
head of the Canadian-American 
Shipping Co., was found dead last 
night, apparently of heart disease, 
in a garage at his home. He had 
been under treatment for a heart 
ailment for two years.

Rowe Sr., attorney for the dog 
track, filed ‘the motion late yester- 
day, asking the Court to set a hear- 
ing on the writ of prohibition not 
later than June 6.

should have chased Fonseca and

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CREDIT INFLATION BILL 
S REVISED BY GLASS 


Senate Committee Reports Sub- 
stitute for Goldsborough 
Dollar Pegging Plan. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—The 


Senate Banking Committee today 
reported as a substitute for the 
Goldsborough dollar stabilization 
bill a proposal by Senator Glass 
(Dem.), Virginia, to make all Gov- 
ernment bonds eligible for the is- 


suance of currency. 

Chairman Norbeck (Rep.), South 
Dakota, said this would “permit the 
issuance of probably a billion dol- 
lars more of currency.” He added 
it was thought the substitute plan 
would “bring about a quicker ex- 
pansion (of the currency) than the 
Goldsborough Dill.” 

Norbeck said virtually no oppo- 
sition developed in the committee 
to the plan proposed by Senator 
Glass, a former Democratic Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. It will be 
reported immediately to the Sen- 
ate. 

“A discussion in the committee,” 
Norbeck said, “led to the view that 
inflation might be a very good 
thing but that inflation as provid- 
ed in the Goldsborough bill might 
not be the best way.” 

The nreasure sponsored by Rep- 
resentative Goldsborough (Dem.), 
which passed the House, would di- 
rect the Federal Reserve Board to 
stabilize the purchasing power of 
the dollar at the 1921-1929 level 
by continuing its open market op- 
erations. 

Norbeck said the cummittee be- 
lieved the “inflation” should be 
diffused over the country in the 
manner provided by the Glass plan. 

“The : rgument is,” he said, “that 
some 7000 or 8000 banks can get 
some expansion this way without 
depending on the New York bank- 
ers.”’ 

The Glass amendment provides, 
Norbeck explained, “that national 
banks may secure currency on their 
(Government) bond holdings to the 
extent of their capital.” 

Norbeck said he _ favored the 
Goldsborough bill, but voted for the 
substitute when it became apparent 
that the committee favored the lat- 
ter. The vote on the Glass plan 
was not announced. 

A few minutes laterq, Glass sub- 
.Aitted the com-mittee’s report on 
the substitute bill to the Senate.’ 


GERMAN DEFICIT $405,600,000

SENATE GROUP 
FAVORS U.S. ENTRY 
INTO WORLD COURT 


Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee Recommends Action 
in Submitting Its Report 
on Root Protocol. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, June 1.—A fa- 
vorable report on the Root proto- 
col for American adherence to the 
World Court was laid before the 
Senate today by its Foreign Rela- 


tions Committee, 
The report was submitted by 


Senators Walsh (Dem.), Montana, 
and Fess (Rep.), Ohio, but no ef- 
fort was made to reach an agree- |, 
inent for its consideration. 

“Let’s take it up now,” suggest: 
ed Senator Johnsone (Rep.), Cali- 
fornia, an opponent of the treaty. 

In their report, Walsh and Fess 
held that the United States is ade- 
quately protected under the proto- 
col as reported by the committee, 
and that this country should give 
its “moral support” to such an ef- 
fort for world peace. 

Senator Reed (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania, asked Walsh when he 
planned to ask for consideration of 
the protocol. 

“I should like very much to agree 
upon a date at the next ensuing 
session of ‘Congress,” Walsh re- 
plied. “It seems to me that would 
be reasonable, but I am informed 
that we cannot get an agreement,"’ 
Reed said. 

“By the resolution of adherence 
reported by the committee, the 
United States declines to agree gen- 
erally, but reserves freedom of ac- 
tion as to each separate controver- 
Sy as it arises,’’ the report said. 
“The point is that no nation may 
be required, without its consent, to 
come before the Court, and it will 
not adjudicate a controversy be- 
tween nations, one of which has 
not agreed to the Court’s entertain- 
ing the dispute.” 

The report held the same rule 
was applicable to advisory opinions. 

“The United States runs no more 
risk of having an ‘embarrassing 
question’ put up to the Court for 
an advisory opinion than any other 
of the 48 signatories to the Court 
protocol. So far as can be learned, 
no one of them is possessed of any 
apprehension over the matter. Why 
should the United States feel con- 
cerned ?”’ 

The report saidthe language of 
the protocol regarding the submis- 
sion of requests for advisory opin- 
ions was “ambiguous, to say the 
least,”” but contended the United 
States was protected by the pro- 
vision permitting withdrawal with- 
out prejudice. 

It held also even without being a 
signatory the United States might 
be embarrassed by Court opinions, 
saying “we could not escape the 
persuasive force of a decision by so 
respectable a Court, even though we 
held entirely aloof from it.” 

“It has come to be realized by 
the most painful experience that 
the Whole world suffers from a 
war of any magnitude and that any 
nation is consulting its own interest 
towards averting 
such a catastrophe,” the report 
added. 

‘It is quite likely that Europe 
will continue largely to monopolize 
the attention of the Court with its 
unfortunate quarrels that subject 
us to the chance of being again en- 
veloped sholud they culminate in 
general hostilities. 

“Whether the question be viewed 
selfishly or altruistically, our Gov- 
ernment ought to give to the Court 
the moral support that would fol- 
low from association in maintain- 
ing it.” 

Secretary of State Stimson aa- 
vised the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee yesterday that he saw 
no reason for not approving da 
proposed United States contribu- 


tion toward expenses of the 
World Court. He expressed his 
opinion in a letter to  (Chair- 


man Linthicum, author of legisla- 
tion for such a contribution. 
Should Congress vote such an ap- 
propriation, Stimson said, “I should 
feel free to éonsider with the Sen- 
ate the question of whether this 
Government might not, with the 
consent of the court, be able to 
submit to the court some types of 
international litigation which we 
are now forced to submit to special 


arbitration.” 


$337,000,000 RISE. 
IN FEDERAL RESERVE 
FUNDS IN 3 MONTHS 


Deposits by Member Banks In- 
dicate Credit Is Available 
When Calls Come. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 1. — Latest 
Federal Reserve figures indicate 
preliminary progress in the sys- 
tem’s effort to loosen credit. 

Reserves kept by member ‘banks 


with the 12 Federal Reserve Banks 
show an increase for the last three 
months, more than offsetting the 
lose suffered between the end of 
June, 1931, and the end of Feb- 
ruary, 1932. At the end of June, 
1931, they stood at $1,808,000,000. 
They then declined $392,000,000 to 
a total of $1,416,000,000 at the end 
of February. Since then, following 
Federal Reserve efforts to thaw 
out credit channels through buying 
Government’. securities, member 
bank reseryes have risen to $1,- 
$753,000,000, a gain of $377,000,- 
000. 

While business has not drawn 
on the banks for any important 
amount of credit recently, these 
figures indicate that credit is avail- 
able for calls when they come. 

Industrialists and bankers meet- 
ing in New York under the chair- 
manship of Owen D. Young in an 
effort to get potential borrowers 
and lenders together, express satis- 
faction with the,present bank po- 
sition. The Committee of Twelve 
is maintaining strict secrecy about 
its sessions, but it is learned that 
the Senate’s action yesterday in 
taking direct steps toward balanc- 
ing the budget was regarded as en- 


couraging. 


JAPAN SAYS IT MAY REOPEN 
QUESTION OF NAVAL RATIOS 


Gives Notice of Intention at the 
Geneva Disarmament Con- 
ferencc.

—A Japanese spokesman gave no- 
tice to the Naval Commission of the 
World Disarmament Conference to- 
day that Japan might reopen the 
question of naval ratios among the 
great Powefs, 

J. E. Sawada, the Japanese rep- 
resentative, raised the point in op- 
posing a British proposal to per- 
petuate the provisions of the Wash- 
ington and Lendon treaties regard- 
ing the disposal of over-age ves- 


sels. 
Sawada said that if the “‘marked 
differences in naval strengths” 


continued to exist it might be nec- 
essary to allow certain countries 
to retain over-age vessels for de- 
fensive purposes. 

In any case, he said, the com- 
parative naval tonnage would need 
to be considered at the present 
conference. 

The Japanese further proposed 
to permit the laying down of keels 
of replacement vessels above 20.- 
000 tons within four years before 
the vessel becomes overage instead 
of three years, as at present. 

Senator Claude A. Swanson of 
the United. States opposed this pro- 
cedure, declaring that this would 
allow a longer overlapping of the 
period during which both old and 
new vessels would be available. 
The commission rejected the Jap- 
anese proposal.

Wheel Horses Chiefly 
Chosen So Far for Places 
in New Government of 
Rightists.

BERLIN, June 1. — Franz von 
Papen, war-time associate of Presi- 
dent von Hindenburg in the Kais- 
er’s imperial army, today , Suc- 
ceeded in forming a rightist Cab- 
inet. His list was submitted to 
the President early tonight and was 
accepted. . 

After a conference im the presi- 
dential palace, it was announced 
that the wheel horses in a Von Pa- 
pen Governnrent had been chosen 
but that other appointments are 
yet to be made, and will be an- 
nounced tomorrow. 

The new Government will be 
known as a presidential Cabinet, 
or one constituted without cénsult- 
ing Parliament. and with the sole 
approval of the President. 

While there were no followers of 
Adolf Hitler in the list thus far, it 
was learned authoritatively that 
the President and the Nazi leader 
were seeing “eye to eye,”” regardless 
of what the Hitlerites might do in 
the Reichstag later. 

The Foreign Ministry of the Von 
Papen Cabinet was the ony strat- 
egic post not filled in tonight's ac- 
ceptances. 

Gen. Kurt von Schleicher real- 
ized the ambition of his lifetime 
when his confidant and friend, Von 
Papen, appointed him Minister of 
Defense, carrying with it leadership 
of Germany’s defense forces. 

The Interior Ministry went to 
Baron Wilhelm von Gayl, organ- 
izer of the anti-bolshevik forces of 
East Prussia in 1919. ; 

Dr. Hermann Warmbold drew the 
Ministry of Economics, and Baron 
Friedrich Ebler von Braun, the 
Agriculture portfolio, and Eastern 
Relief,

Despite the persenal plea which Mr. Hoover made 
in the Senate chamber for an approximate general 
sales tax, the bill as it stands, which includes no such 
provision, is just about what it should be. 

It has its faults,.and we are far from defending 
its tariffs upon copper, lumber, oil and coal; we 
‘agree with Senator Howell] that the Connally rates 
are unduly severe upon incomes between $5000 and 
$20,000; we regret the tax upon electricity, which 
must be paid by even the unemployed; but the bill is 
withal a credit to the Senate. 

We hope to see it speedily adapted in the House, 
thereby ending al] pretense that the tax fight is pro 
longing the business depression, as well as rendering 
hollow the sophistry that Congress is in any wise re- 
sponsible for the nation’s plight. 

As a matter of fact, Congress has faced a major 
emergency with surprising fortitude. A less solid 
body, and one weaker in its devotion to American 
principles, would have been swept off its feet long ago 
by the powerful move to put the burden of balancing 
the budget upon the masses, 

As the thing has come out, Congress has for -he 
most part placed the burden exactly where it should 
be placed. 

It has restored the income surtaxes of 1922, with 
a top of 55 per cent upon incomes in excess of $1,000,- 
000 a year, thus rebuking the transparent sham, 
never maintained fy anyone who had not his tongue 
in his cheek, that there dre no longer any super-in’ 
comes. : 

It has levied taxes upon luxuries and semi-luxuries, 
instead of putting them, as Mr. Hoover was the 
latest to urge, upon production and all the people, 
including those without jobs. 

It has employed the principle of the selective sales 
tax with admirable discrimination, and it has done 
so in the good conscience of first increasing the sur- 
taxes in the higher brackets, 

There is to be a tax upon automobiles, yachts, mo- 
tor boats, amusements, sporting goods, gasoline, oil 
transported by pipeline, jewelry, bank checks, safety 
deposit boxes, refrigerators, radios, tubes, tires, tele- 
grams, long distance telephone calls, postage, stock 
and bond transfers and upon many other things 
falling in the main outside the category of the grim 
necegsities of existence. 

It is, of course, impossible to do more than esti- 
mate what the returns of such a measure wil) be. 
Both Secretary Mills of the Treasury and members 
of the Senate Finance Committee believe the bill 
will balance the budget, and it probably will. 

There is at any rate no further reason for those 
fears and doubts as to the credit of the American 
Government which Mr. Hoover says have been fool- 
ishly exaggerated in foreign countries, 

We are afraid that Mr. Hoover himself, naturally 
showing as he does the effects of the tension upon 
him at such a time as this, exaggerates the perils 
to the national credit. A good many able men in 
the Senate, including such authorities as Senators 
Glass and Couzens, are less apprehensive than the 
President seemed to be. 

Apparently the much greater danger was that a 
genera] sales tax would be in a measure substituted 
in the emergency for the income tax. It is no secret 
that Mr. Hearst and many other persons active 
in the national councils would like to put the general 
sales tax upon the country permanently as a means 
of getting rid of the income tax. 

Congress has successfully withstood this undem- 
ocratic movement at a time when it was very dif- 
ficult to do so. Its resistance has taken the un 
usual forms of revolt against the party leaders in the 
House and repudiation of the President in the Senate. 

We must believe from the creditable manner in 
which Congress has acquitted itself in this test that 
its heart is sound. 

As for the budge’, 4t should and will be balanced. 
There has never been any dissent as to that. The 
sole dissent has been as to the means of meeting the 
entergency, 

It would be to deceive the country to pretend that 
agreement upon this means, excellent ag it is in most 
respects, promises anything more than the preserva~- 
tion of the national credit. 

A relief to the nation, and a necessary reassurance, 
it still will not mean the return of prosperity.

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HE COINED A PHRASE. ‘ 

A catch phrase uttered by a public man often out- 
shines his serious works, and so it was with Willard 
D. Vandiver. On the eve of the century’s turn, he 
stood before the Five O’clock Club in Philadelphia, 
making a humorous address. His were the marks 
cartoonists came to accept as typical of Missouri 
Congressmen—black bow tie with sag ends, mustache 
with trailing tips, high roached hair. What prompted 
the remark that distinguished the occasion is imma- 
terial, “I’m’from Missouri,” Col. Vandiver declared, 
“you've got to show me!” There and then Missouri 
achieved immortality, Whether the expression orig- 
inated with the educator and legislator who has juat 
died in Columbia, Champ Clark gave him fyll credit 
for it. After exhaustive research, the Literary Digest 
said his wag the correct version, At all events, he 
at least gave it the currency which has carried it 
around the globe. Not one Missourian in a thousand 
knows the motto of hig State, but from the Maine 
woods te the movie lets of Hollywood the country is 
full of people who haye become one of us by echoing 
emphatically the late Congressman’s retort: “I’m 
from Missouri, you’ve got to show me!” 
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SABOTAGE IN CHICAGO. 

Two widespread ventures in sabotage; both appar- 
ently for the benefit of business or labor, or both, 
are reported in Chicago. One offensive, resulting in 
destruction of more than 1000 plate glass windows, 
has been solved, according to police, by the arrest of 
an unemployed glazier and two companions. The 
Siazier is said to have confessed breaking the win 
dows “to stimulate business.” The other campaign 
was one of puncturing the tires of automobiles 
parked on vacant lots. It was allegedly inspired by 
garage owners who expected to profit by an ordinance 
curbing parking at night on the streets. 

The spread of racketeering into the rankg of. busi- 
ness and labor is one of the most ominous aspects of 
gang rule, in Chicago and elsewhere. When unscru- 


pulous hands take hold, mutual confidence in com-

cities have been without their cases of bombing, 
acid-throwing, incendiary fire and other manifesta- 
tions, Business and labor have a large stake, all- 
important to their future welfare, in joining with the 
authorities to put. down this form of. outlawry. 
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MR. TILLES’ GIFT. 

Perhaps the fine gift of C. A. Tilles will stimulate 
the movement for an outer park system, urged for 
many years. Mr. Tilles will convert his 68-acre Deer 
Creek country place, consisting of 38 acres of wild 
woodland, orchards, a lake and gardens, into a play- 
ground for city children. Harland Bartholomew, 
president of the Park and Playground Association, 
praising the Tilles gift, predicted thick residential 
settlement of the county within the next few years 
and said outer parks should be acquired before their 
cost becomes prohibitive. a 

Chicago’s forest preserve system, a chain of wooded 
areas surrounding the city, includes 33,000 acres. 
Cleveland and Boston have each set aside about 
16,000 acres. New York’s celebrated Westchester 
County parks, comprising 15,000 acres bought for 
$33,000,000, to which was added $27,000,000 for im. 
provements, are in many respects a model for this 
type of development. The parks’ numerous recrea 
tion features provide revenue more than sufficient 
to maintain and operate them. 

As early as 1908, and again in 19}4, St. Louis de-, 
feated at the polls proposals for an outer park sys- 
tem, but this was before the general use of auto- 
mobiles, which now bring the country within easy 
reach of town. The city-county consolidation plan, 
defeated in November, 1930, provided for outer parks, 
to be financed by a mill tax, but this feature, of 
course, was obscured by other aspects of the plan, 
In October, 1930, the Park and Playground Associa. 
tion made an appeal to private citizens to make outer 
park gifts, and in the following month Nathan Frank 
drew up a will, later rescinded, giving his $4,000,000 
estate for outer parks, day nurseries and children's 
homes. Park Commissioner Pape, in his annual re- 
ports, has repeatedly recommended outer parks. 

Mr. Bartholomew's warning that the system he 
started before land prices rise to a prohibitive point 
is sound, In 1874, St. Louis bought Forest Park for 
$620 an acre, but 30 years later, the Wells adminis 
tration was forced to pay $5426 an acre for Fair. 
grounds Park. There are any number of beautify) 
park sites along the Missouri, Mississippi and Mer- 
amec rivers available now for a song, and the city 
could not make a better investment. 
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The Supreme Court has again refused to review 
his case, so Al Capone is probably convinced that the 
law has got his number. 
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NEW YORK AND JIMMY.

friends popped up here, there and yonder, bringing 
largess to Jimmy in some instances, in others merely 
lagniappe, but all told, putting Jimmy, it would seem, 
in pretty comfortable circumstances. 

Well, today has its own standard of values, though 
even today the boy of 10 is somewhat exceptional, 
we imagine, who thinks $25,000 a year a pittance 
It was different in the yesterdays. The boy of 10 
in the yesterdays did not even dream in five figures. 
To him a dime was capital, and the proprietorship of 
a dollar, which somehow miraculously occurred now 
and then, -was vast, imperial wealth. 

Those simple, provincial times are gone. They 
have been glorified far beyond their deserts, Their 
tyranny of want, their calloused inhumanitarianism, 
imposed mean humiliations and bitter tragedies, And 
the itching palm was not unknown in official life. 
But whatever the shortcomings of old times, public 
opinion had a code for’ public servants.

OW that he has fallen, tributes will be

No one else who has been 
in power has displayed such courage, such 
mastery in political maneuver, such intel- 
lectual grasp and clean devoétion.

He has lacked only men 
of equal] stature in other countries with 
whom he could work, 

For though it appears that he has fallen 
because of intrigue by the Nationalists—the 
Generals, the old junkers and perhaps the 
heavy industrialiste—whag undermined him 
and thus made the intrigue possible was 
the failure of France, Britain and the Unit- 
ed States to take a single constructive step 
toward the restoration of international con- 
fidence and of the trade and credit which 
depend on it. Eleven months have passed 
Since the moratorium was proclaimed, and 
in those 11 months the politicians, particu- 
larly in France and the United States, have 
delayed and protested and have dug them- 
selves into the pit of illusions.

What those purposes are the world does 
not clearly know, but it is a reasonable sur- 
mise that they will usher in a period of 
reaction within the Reich. Whether this 
reaction will be as black as the Hitlerites 
would make it, or whether there impends a 
more moderate type of reaction which will 
be strong enough to rob the Nazis of their 
thunder but not so strong as to threw opin- 
ion violently to the extreme left-—these are 
questions which no one can answer now, 

In the field of foreign affairs it is, hew- 
ever, plain that Germany wil] not egree to 
pay any more reparations. It has been 
evident enough for a long time that Ger- 
many would not actually pay. The only 
real question has been hether her non- 
payment would be temporarily disguised by 
some new formula whiah the politicians 
could use to delude their peoples a little 
longer. It now looks as if there would be 
no new formula, and that the time for ami- 
able pretenses has passed. 

What else the Nationalists have up their 
sleeves there is no way of telling, byt this 
much is as clear as anything can be: The 
one single check that can be applied to 
their ambitions is a solid co-operation be- 
tween Paris and London, The German Na- 
tionalisits will understand and respect that.

HROUGH three hot and difficult days 

Judge Seabury carried through the ex- 
amination of Mayor Walker and assembled 
some Of the further evidence in the light of 
which Mr. Walker's skillful protestations 
must be read. He has dealt in able fashion 
with an unusually adroit and elusive wit- 
ness. He has done so in the face of a rowdy 
audience converting what ought to have 
been a dignified hearing into the likeness 
of a prizefight. 

He has done so under the truly appalling 
handicap of a minority in the committee 
using every device of delay, confusion and 
obstruction to hinder the process which the 
committe: was appointed te conduct. In 
spite o. everything, he has placed the evi- 
dence upon the record, and it is a note- 
worthy achievement. 

Judge Seabury is not endowed with the 
flashy gifts of the brow-beating prosecutor. 
If he were, the hearings would no doubt 
have had a more sensational character, but 
the result, when studied after\ard in the 
cold type of the record, would have been 
less impressive. Judge Seabury, under ex- 
treme provocation, kept his temper 
throughout; he left the shouting to the 
Democrats and the witticisms to Mr.

_ Cheer Up, Henry! 
To the Bditor of the Post-Dirpatch: 

N A RECENT artigle in the Baitimore 

Evening Sun, H. L. Mencken warns 
the anti-prohibition forces that the refer- 
endum and resubmission propositions are 
being advocated by “politicians with the 
ring of the Anti-Saloon League through 
their noses,” and that such proposals are 
“simply hooey,” intended to bamboozle 
the more innocent wets. He holds that 
the drys are agreeing to a referendum 
and resubmission of the liquor question 
to the states because they realize that 13 
states can block repeal, and that, under 
the fifth article of the Constitution, which 
provides the method of resubmission, the 
drys, who are clever politicians, would 
contro] the state conventions called to 
decide the question, ag they have con- 
trolled state legislatures and Congress. 

Admitting, as Mencken urges, that the 
dry leaders in the severa! states would 
do their utmost to have dry delegates 
electeq@ to these conventions, their 
chances of sticceeding in ‘nfluencing the 
vote of a majority of such delegates 
would not be nearly as great as if the 
men or women elceted were Leing chos- 
en for office, They would be elected 
for the single purpose of casting a vote 
on the repeal proposition and, having no 
fear of losing office, would not be moved 
by self-interest to vote at the dictate of 
any league or individual, They would, 
at the convention's adjournmont, retire 
to private life, and could afford to snap 
their fingers at the Anti-Saloon League. 
This would not be the case if they were 
holding office as legislators and looking 
to be re-elected, 

Mr. Mencken is unduly pessimistic. 
‘Let us go ahead and bring pressure to 
bear on Congress and the politiciang to 
try the state convention. method. In my 
opinion, it would be a oontize referen. 
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sales tax, the bill as it stands, which includes no such 
provision, is just about what it should be. 

It has its faults,.and we are far from defending 
its tariffs upon copper, lumber, oil and coal; we 
‘agree with Senator Howell] that the Connally rates 
are unduly severe upon incomes between $5000 and 
$20,000; we regret the tax upon electricity, which 
must be paid by even the unemployed; but the bill is 
withal a credit to the Senate. 

We hope to see it speedily adapted in the House, 
thereby ending al] pretense that the tax fight is pro 
longing the business depression, as well as rendering 
hollow the sophistry that Congress is in any wise re- 
sponsible for the nation’s plight. 

As a matter of fact, Congress has faced a major 
emergency with surprising fortitude. A less solid 
‘body, and one weaker in its devotion to American 
principles, would have been swept off its feet long ago 
by the powerful move to put the burden of balancing 
the budget upon the masses, 

As the thing has come out, Congress has for -he 
most part placed the burden exactly where it should 
be placed. 

It has restored the income surtaxes of 1922, with 
a top of 55 per cent upon incomes in excess of $1,000,- 
000 a year, thus rebuking the transparent sham, 
never maintained fy anyone who had not his tongue 
in his cheek, that there are no longer any super-in’ 
comes. , | 

It has levied taxes upon luxuries and semi-luxuries, 
instead of putting them, as Mr. Hoover was the 
latest to urge, upon production and all the people, 
including those without jobs. 

It has employed the principle of the selective sales 
tax with admirable discrimination, and it has done 
so in the good conscience of first increasing the sur- 
taxes in the higher brackets, 

There is to be a tax upon automobiles, yachts, mo- 
tor boats, amusements, sporting goods, gasoliue, oil 
transported by pipeline, jewelry, bank checks, safety 
deposit boxes, refrigeratops, radios, tubes, tires, tele. 
grams, long distance telephone calls, postage, stock 
and bond transfers and upon many other things 
falling in the main outside the category of the grim 
necegsities of existence. : 

It is, of course, impossible to do more than esti- 
mate what the returns of such a measure will] be. 
Both Secretary Mills of the Treasury and members 
of the Senate Finance Committee believe the bill 
will balance the budget, and it probably will. 

There is at any rate no further reason for those 
fears and doubts as to the credit of the American 
Government which Mr. Hoover says have been fool- 
ishly exaggerated in foreign countries, 

We are afraid that Mr. Hoover himself, naturally 
showing as he does the effects of the tension upon 
him at such a time as this, exaggerates the perils 
to the national credit. A good many able men in 
the Senate, including such authorities as Senators 
Glass and Couzens, are less apprehensive than the 
President seemed to be. 

Apparently the much greater danger was that a 
genera] sales tax would be in a measure substituted 
in the emergency for the income tax. It is no-secret 
that Mr. Hearst and many other persons active 
in the national councils would like to put the general 
sales tax upon the country permanently as a means 
of getting rid of the income tax. 

“ Congress has successfully withstood this undem. 
ocratic movement at a time when it was very dif- 
ficult te do so. Its resistance has taken the un 
usua) forms of revolt against the party leaders in the 
House and repudiation of the President in the Senate. 

We must believe from the creditable manner _in 
which Congress has acquitted itself in this test that 
its ireart is sound. 

As for the budge’, it should and will be balanced. 
There has never been any dissent as to that. The 
sole dissent has been as to the means of meeting the 
entergency, 

It would be to deceive the country to pretend that 
agreement upon this means, excellent as it is in most 
respects, promises anything more than the preserva- 
tion of the national credit. 

A relief to the nation, and a necessary reassurance, 
it still will not mean the return of prosperity. 

That is something else.

A catch phrase uttered by a public man often out- 
shines his serious works, and so it was with Willard 
D. Vandiver. On the eve of the century's turn, he 
stood before the Five O’clock Club in Philadelphia, 
making a humorous address. His were the marks 
cartoonists came to accept as typical of Missouri 
‘Congressmen—black bow tie with sag ends, mustache 
with trailing tips, high roached hair. What prompted 
the remark that distinguished the occasion is imma- 
terial, “I’m’from Missouri,” Col. Vandiver declared, 
“you've got to show me!” There and then Missouri 
achieved immortality, Whether the expression orig- 
inated with the educator and legislator who has just 
died in Columbia, Champ Clark gave him full credit 
for it. After exhaustive research, the Literary Digest 
said his wag the correct version, At all events, he 
at least gave it the currency which has carried it 
around the globe. Not one Missourian in a thousand 
knows the motto of his State, but from the Maine 
woods te the movie lots of Hollywood the country is 
full of people who have become one of us by echoing 
emphatically the late Congressman’s retort: “I’m 
from Missouri, you’ve got to show me!”

SABOTAGE IN CHICAGO. 

Two widespread ventures in sabotage, both appar- 
ently for the benefit of business or labor, or both, 
are reported in Chicago, One offensive, resulting in 
destruction of more than 1000 plate glass windows, 
has been solved, according to police, by the arrest of 
an unemployed glazier and two companions. The 
Blazier is said to have confessed breaking the win 
dows “to stimulate business.” The other campaign 
was one of puncturing the tires of automobiles 
parked on vacant lots. It was allegedly inspired by 
garage owners who expected to profit by an ordinance 
curbing parking at night on the streets. 

The spread of racketeering into the ranks of. busi- 
ness and labor is one of the most ominous aspects of 
‘gang rule, in Chicago and elsewhere. When unseru- 
pulous hands take hold, mutual confidence in com:

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MR. TILLES’ GIFT. 

Perhaps the fine gift of C, A. Tilles will stimulate 
the movement for an outer park system, urged for 
many years.

mobiles, which now bring the country within easy 
reach of town. The city-county consolidation plan, 
defeated in November, 1930, provided for outer parks, 
to be financed by a mill tax, but this feature, of 
course, was obscured by other aspects of the plan, 
In October, 1930, the Park and Playground Associe- 
tion made an appeal to private citizens to make outer 
park gifts, and in the following month Nathan Frank 
drew up a will, later rescinded, giving his $4,000,000 
estate for outer parks, day nurseries and children’s 
homes, Park Commissioner Pape, in his annual re- 
ports, has repeatedly recommended outer parks.

Well, today has its own standard of values, though 
even today the boy of 10 is somewhat exceptional, 
we imagine, who thinks $25,000 a year a pittance 
It was different in the yesterdays. The boy of 10 
in the yesterdays did not even dream in five figures. 
To him a dime was capital, and the proprietorship of 
a dollar, which somehow miraculously occurred now 
and then, -was vast, imperial wealth. 

Those simple, provincial times are gone. They 
have been glorified far beyond their deserts, Their 
tyranny of want, their calloused inhumanitarianism, 
imposed mean humiliations and bitter tragedies, And 
the itching palm was not unknown in official life. 
But whatever the shortcomings of old times, public 
opinion hed a code for’ public servants. Public ap- 
plause for a high official who accepted handouts 
from Tom, Dick and Harry was then unthinkable, 
It has taken modern New York to laugh and cheer 
and toss roses to Jimmy Walker.

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AN UNFORTUNATE OMISSION. 

The: State incomo tax account, at the opening of 
the Collector’s office yesterday morning, stood: $741,-

The Fall of Bruening Judge Seabury’s Coolness

N OW that he has fallen, tributes will be 
paid to Dr. Bruening all over the world, 
and everywhere there will be great re- 
gret that so experienced and upright a 
statesman is no longer the German spokes- 
man. He is the best liked and most trusted 


man in Europe. No one else who has been 
in power has displayed such courage, such 
mastery in political maneuver, such intel- 
lectual grasp and clean devoétion. Every 
personal quality necessary to guide Ger- 
many and to bind Europe together again 
has been his. He has lacked only men 
of equa] stature in other countries with 
whom he could work, 

For though it appears that he has fallen 
because of intrigue by the Nationalists—the 
Generals, the old junkers and perhaps the 
heavy industrialiste—what undermined him 
and thus made the intrigue possible was 
the failure of France, Britain and the Unit- 
ed States to take a single constructive step 
toward the restoration of international con- 
fidence and of the trade and credit which 
depend on it. Eleven months have passed 
Since the moratorium was proclaimed, and 
in those 11 months the politicians, particu- 
larly in France and the United States, have 
delayed and protested and have dug them- 
selves into the pit of illusions.

As time dragged on, the chances of a 
reasonable solution diminished, and the po- 
sition of Dr. Bruening grew ateadily weaker. 
Eleven months ago a workable adjustment 
with the forces he represented was possi- 
ble. But the politicians in Paris and Wash- 
ington, playing upon the suspicions of their 
bamboozled constituents, would concede 
They gave Dr, Bruening no sup-

personality of President Von Hindenburg 
remained te moderate the force of National- 
ist sentiment. The situation was very un- 
stable, Vor one old man, however great his 
prestige, could hardly be counted upon ar- 
tificlally te held up a government which 
had ceased to represent either the dominant’ 
sentiment of the nation or the real con- 
centration ef force within it, “That Von 
Hindenburg has now reverted to the views 
of the class from which he sprang is not 
That is where, for the mo- 
ment at least, the real power in Germany 
resides.

Tt would be idje just now to attempt 
te forecast the consaquences for Europe 
and the orld. There is this much, how- 
ever, that can be said which is reassuring. 
It is always an advantage, especially in 
eritical times, te deal with men who are 
principals, with men who wield the actual 


power. Dr. Bruening had ceased to be a 
principal. He had become weakened to a 
point where, in order to remain in office, 
he was being compelled to carry out the 
will of the hidden powers. Now those pow- 
ers must come forward and plainly reveal 
their purposes, 
. 7” . 

What those purposes are the world does 
not clearly know, but it is a reasonable sur- 
mise that they will usher in a period of 
reaction within the Reich. Whether this 
reaction will be as black as the Hitlerites 
would make it, or whether there impends a 
more moderate type of reaction which will 
be strong enough to rob the Nazis of their 
thunder but not so strong as to threw opin- 
ion violently te the extreme left-~—-these are 
questions which no one can answer now, 

In the field of foreign affairs it is, hew- 
ever, plain that Germany will not agree to 
pay any more reparations. It has been 
evident enough for a long time that Ger- 
many would not actually pay. The only 
real question has been Whether her non- 
payment would be temporarily disguised by 
some new formula which the politicians 
could use to delude their peoples a little 
longer. It now looks as if there would be 
no new formula, and that the time for ami- 
able pretenses has passed. — 

What else the Nationalists have up their 
sleeves there is no way of telling, byt this 
much is as clear as anything can be: Thd 
one single check that can be applied to 
their ambitions is a solid co-operation be- 
tween Paris and London, The German Na- 
tionalisits will understand and respect that. 

The question, therefore, is whether Lon- 
don and Parig will have the good sense to 
see that the stability of Hurope depends 
upon their willingness to scrap the issue 
which divides them. For if each continues 
te play its own game, if M, Herriot keens 
his mind fixed upon proving what a strong 
man he is, if the British Government lets 
itself be directed in part by the anti-French 
prejudices of the City and in part by its 
traditional theory of a balance of power 
in Hurope, there will be no Franco-British 
co-operation; and the German Nationalists 
will have a free hand at keeping everyone's 
nerves on edge.

HROUGH three hot and 4ifficult days 

Judge Seabury carried through the ex- 
amination of Mayor Walker and assembled 
some of the further evidence in the light of 
which Mr. Walker's skillful protestations 
must be read.

ease, Patrick D.. Hayes, chief clerk 
for the Frisco Railroad at Enid, 
Ok., was killed in a fall from the 
third floor of the Frisco Hospital, 
4960 Laclede avenue, yesterday. 

A Coroner’s verdict of suicide 
was returned today. An autopsy 
showed that death was due to frac- 
tures of the spine and peivis. A 
letter addressed to Coroner Dever 
by hospital authorities expressed 
the opinion that the jar to Hayes’ 
heart when he struck the ground 
caused death. 

Dr. Ross A. Woolsey, aher sur- 
geon .of the hospital, summoned 
police at 3:15 o’clock and related 
that Hayes had been killed six 
hours earlier. Hayes, 48 years old, 
entered the hospital on May 23. Ex- 
amination disclosed that he was 
suffering from chronic heart dis- 
ease, and physicians advised him 
to make application for pension, 
Dr. Woolsey said. 

Yesterday morning Dr. Earl Rice 
of the hospital staff was chatting 
with Hayes. The patient asked, “Is 
it true that I can’t work any 
more?’’ 

“I am sorry, but it is true,” Dr. 
Rice replied, according to Dr. 
Woolsey. 

Dr. Rice again advised Hayes to 
apply for retirement. 

“What's the use?” 
marked. 

Observing that the patient -was 
despondent, Dr. Rice ordered Hayes 
transferred to a room -in which 
the window was barred by a heavy 
wire screen. The transfer was 
made at 9 o’clock, and a short 
time later a nurse discovered that 
the screen had been opened, and 
Hayes was missing. His body was 
found in the yard beneath the win- 
dow. 

Mrs. Hayes, who accompanied 
her husband to St. Louis, will take 
the body to Enid for burial.

The British Empire conference 
will be held in Ottawa in July. The 
State Department is of the opinion 
it will not be possible to hold the 
London conference until after the 
Ottawa meeting. 

Department Statement. 

The department statement con- 
cerning the London conference fol- 
lows: 

“The suggestion that an interna- 
tional conference should be called 
for the purpose of considering 
methods to stabilize world ¢om- 
modity prices first came to the at- 
tention of this Government 
through an inquiry of the British 
Ambassador in Washington as to 
whether we would be interested 
and would participate in such a 
conference. 

“The suggestion was that’ the 
conference should be called by the 
British Government in London. 
After due consideration this Gov- 
ernment replied through Ambassa- 
dor Mellon that it felt early con- 
vocation of such a conference 
might be of reai value in the pres- 
ent depression. As was stated in 
press messages from London the 
proposed conference would have 
nothing to do with war debts, rep- 
aralions, disarmament, or anything 
but economic subjects. It is our 
understanding that the British 
Government is also approaching 
France, Italy and other Powers on 
the same subject.” °

Britain Consulting Por Powers; Confer. 


ence Suggested by Mellon. 
By the Associated Press. 


LONDON, June 1.—The British 
Government is ccnsulting the na- 
tions of Europe about a world con- 
ference on the economic crisis, Sir 
John Simon, the Foreign, Minister, 
disclosed in Parliainent today. 

The consultation was inspired, 
he said, by a request from Andrew 
.W. Mellon, the United States Am- 
bassador, who asked if the British 
Government thought a world con- 
ference to consider’ the slump in 
commodity prices would ameliorate 


_ the depression. 


The Foreign Secretary indicated 
that meeting of the Lausanne cén- 
ference of European Powers, in- 
cluding Great Britain, on June 16, 
would complicate the situation. 

“It has to be remembered,” he 
said, “that the terms of reference 
of the conference at Lausanne in- 
clude among the objects to be 
sought, not only the settlement <«f 
reparations, but an agreement on 
measures necessary to solve the 
other économic and financial diffi- 
culties which are responsible for

“Unless therefore, the United 
States will cand representatives to 
the second part of the Lausanne 
conference (apparently that deal. 
ing with other than war debt and 
reparations issues) there is a dan- 
ger of an overlapjing, and the 
questions of time and place would 
remain to be considered even if yet 
another conference were decided 
on,

The 10 per cent reduction in sal- 
ary for city émployes for 10 
months, to help save money for the 
city, became effective thday. Mayor 
Miller signed the ordinance for this 
yesterday. 

Saving tn municipal departments 
under this measure is estimated at 
$914,000. 

In addition, it is expected to save 
$170,000 in the Water Division, 
which is supported by water re- 
ceipts, not tax revenue. There will 


decreasing the pay of Water Di- 
vision workers. The effect will be 
to increase the surplus of that pub- 
licly owned utility. A large sur-| 
plus would enable the city to re-| 
duce water rates: 
report of the division showed an 
operating surplus, over expenses, of 
$427,602. There is no movement 
for a reduction at present. 

The salary cut, affecting all city 
workers and under officials, whose 
pay is fixed by ordinance, will be 
effective until March 31, 1933. It 
will be felt for the first time on 
next semimonthly pay day, 


Pay of principal city officials is 
fixed by the Charter. A document 
is being circulated among them for 
signature, as an agreement to ac- 
cept a 10 per cent reduction for 
the next 10 months voluntarily.

DETROIT, Mich., June 1.—The 
solution of unemployment and the 
financial difficulties facing most 
American municipalities, as the 
Mayors or managers of 28 cities 
see it, was outlined at a conference 
of these executives here today. The 
meeting was called by Mayor Frank 
W. Murphy of Detroit, who favors 
Federal aid for the financially em- 
barrassed municipalities. 

Mayor James J. Walker of New 


time has come when the Federal 
Government must assume responsi- 
bilities that belong to it.” He crit- 
icised the Federal Government for 
the statement that localities are 
able to take care of unemployment. 

“I know of no law compelling or 
requiring cities to take care of this 
problem,” he said. “As long as the 
City of New York, as well as other 
cities, were able to meet these re- 


|}iquirements, they were willing and 


anxious to do so. Now we have 
reached the point where it is diffi- 
cult to carry on, and we are facing 
a crisis.” 

Daniel W. Hoan, Mayor of Mil- 
waukee, said: “In feeding people 
as we are in all cities, society is 
contributing to their delinquency. 
We are blighting their ambition.” 
He urged a program of public work 
for unemployment relief. 

Mayor Murphy, in calling the 
meeting to order, urged that the 
Mayors memorialize Congress ‘to 
provide ‘‘direct relief to our unem- 
ployed.” 

Mayor R. G. Gautier of Miami, 
Fla., advocated the imposition of a 
general sales tax by Congress, 
which, he said, would make possi- 
ble appropriations of billions of dol- 
lars for public works.
